The robin is found throughout the 
greater portion of the United States, 
the range of the species extending 
into Canada and even Alaska. 
While for the most part migratory 
in the northern half of the couutry, 
individuals remain all winter in many 
localities where shelter and food are 
assured. 
In eastern Massachusetts 
and at some places farther wrest there 
are cedar swamps which offer an 
abundant supply of wild fruit, and 
robins remain throughout the winter 
in large numbers. 
Most of the spe­ 
cies, however, spend the winter from 
latitude 40 degrees northward as soon 
as snow disappears. 
They arrive in 
New England in the latter part of 
March or early lu April, and in the 
northern states of the Mississippi val­ 
ley somewhat earlier, 
if is difficult 
•o say just w hen fall migration begins, 
I as the first birds to leave are replaced 
by others I rom farther north. 
Reports of depredations upon fruit 
I by birds come principally from the 
j prairie regions of the West. 
This is 
| 
what might be expected, for but 
j few prairie shrubs produce the wild 
I berries that the birds prefer and for 
i lack of these the birds naturally feed 
j upon th*- cultivated varieties availa­ 
ble. Re[ >orts of fruit losses caused 
j by birds in the East are usually from 
the immediate vicinity of villages and 
i towns where there is no natural fruit 
bearing shrubbery. 
From this it fol­ 
lows that an effective remedy for the 
ravages of brrds upon cultivated fruits 
is to plant the preferred wild varie­ 
ties. Of the number of plants which 
bear truit preferred by the robin, many 
are ornamental and are easily ob­ 
tained. 
The following are a few of 
the plants the robins are fond of: 
Blackberries and raspberries, cherries, 
wild black cherries, china berries, flow­ 
ering dogwood, blueberries, persim­ 
mons, Mississippi hackberries, western j 
hackberries.

Investigation of ihe food of 1,236 
robins from 42 state*. D. C.. and three 
Canadian provinces, showed that 42.40 
per cent of their food was animal mat­ 
ter. and 57.60 per cent vegetable.

the latter more than 50 per cenwcon­ 
sisted of fruit, more than four-fifths 
of which were wild species. 
While the robin today probably is 
doing much more good than harm, % 
bird, whose diet consists of so large 
a percentage of fruit. ma> at any time 
become a pest where its natural food 
fails and cultivated varieties are ac­ 
cessible. 
The birds n^ist have food 
and it is decidedly preferable to sup­ 
ply the food they desire, and for w hich
